Galveston Sufferers Trying To Beat 
Way Home. 


THE OFFICERS DIDN'T BELIEVE STORY 


Friends Petition Governor To Release 
the Men, and He Will Prob- 
ably Do So Today. 


Birmingham, Ala., September 30.—(Spe- 
cial.)—It is not at all unlikely that on to- 
morrow or the rext day Frank Dev- 
ereaux, the Long island yotng man, and 
his friend. Fred Paxton, actor, now con- 
fined in the mines at Pratt City, hav- 
ing been sentenced to hard labor for 
three months, sent up from Greenville, 
Ala.. on 2 charge of “unlawful riding 
on trains.’ will tomorrow their 
lease. Governor Johnston, who is here 
Visiting his family, states that he has 
ordered an investigation, his attention to 
ihe matter having been called by 
eastern newspapers and_ individuals, 
and when he returns to his office in 
Montgomery tomorrow the result of the 
investigation will be at hand. If the story 
told by Devereaux and his friend as to 
their sufferings in the Galveston flood 
and how they were arrested and convict- 
ed. is corroborated, thev will be ordered 
released at once, a pardon toissue, 

Governor Johnston states that 
pressure is being brought to bear 
half of the young men who tell such a 
hard story of suffering, first going 
through the terrible storm in Galveston 
and then being arrested in Alabama and 
sent to the coal mines to perform work 
Which they had never before experienced. 
Paxton known in Atlanta, where his 
mother and sister live. and Devereaux 
well connected in New York. The 
New York Journal is doing everything it 
can and has sent telegrams to the gov- 
error begging clemency for the boys and 
asking for the investigation into the 
fagts. The governor was informed of the 
receipt of the message and Jude 
ton. of Greenville. who sentenced 
bovs has made a ‘statement. 

In this city many people have been 
arcused by the story told. by the boys. 
The young men were here while a dra- 
matic company was plaving at East Lake. 
a suburb. and subscriptions toward a 
fund to pay the fines of the men have 
been offered. In the meantime Dev- 
ereaux and Paxton are working hard in 
the mings, though they have been as- 
-Sured that everything possible is being 
done looking to their pardon. 

The story told by Devereaux in his let- 
ter to his mother in Morris Park, Long 
island. and told to local newspaper men, 
is a harrowing one. His escape from the 
t-rrible storm in Galveston the first part 
of the month was an experience one 
meets with that fastens on the memory. 
There has been no difference in the sto- 
ries told by the young man so far, and 
while the stories may be somewhat over- 
drawn. still sympathies of listeners are 
aroused by the story of their arrest and 
conviction for riding on the train and

Put ~a Bullet Through His 
Brain Yesterday, 


PROMINENT RAILROAD MAN 


Was Superintendent of South and 
North Divisioh Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad—Re- 
sided in Birmingham 
since 1888. 


Birmingham, Ala., September 30.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Warner Miflin Newbold, superin- 
tendent of the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad, south and north division. and of 
the Birmingham Mineral railroad, shot 
himself through the head at his residence, 
No. 712 North Twenty-first street, this 
city, this morning between 11:30 and 12 
o'clock. He used a 38-calibér Colt'’s re- 
volver, blowing a bullet through his brain, 
inflicting a wound from which he died 
at 4 o'clock. January 17th last, his wife, 
to whom he was devoted, died, and it is 
believed that grieving over that caused 
him to be temporarily bereft of his 
senses and he took his life. The follow- 
ing statement was issued this afternoon 
at his residence; 

“No immediate cause can be assigned 
for the rash act. His intimate friends 
know that he has been subject to men- 
ancholy and depression ever since the 
death of his wife, on the 17th of last Jan- 
uary. During the past few days no spe- 
cha] depression of manner had been ob- 
served, and his most intimate friends 
were unprepared for the terrible tragedy. 
From al] indications it was a terrible and 
insane impulse which seized him upon 
reaching the house about 11:30.” 

Mr. Newbold had been in Birmingham 
sincg 1888, and during that time has been 
connected with the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad, rising with considerable 
rapidity to the posit @n of superintendent 
of the division hereabouts. He owned 
considerable property, including the hand- 
some residence in which he lived and 
the one adjoining it. Since his wife died 
last January he has not béen himself ex- 
actly, but no immediate alarm was felt. 
His only son, Roger Newbold, aged 
twenty-two years, is a contractor and is 
doing wel!. He arrived at noon today 
from New Orleans, where he had gone on 
business, and was shocked when given 
the terrible jnformation of his father’s 
rash act. 

This morning before 7 o’clock, as was 
his wont. Mr. Newbold arose and, going 
to his telephone, made inquiry from his 
office force in reference to the trains on 
nis division. He then sat down to break- 
fast with his friend, Mr. J. W. Worth- 
ington, who stops at the Newbold resi- 
dence, and talked pleasantly. He then 
went down to hig office and gave out 
some correspondence to his stenogra- 
phers and office force. He left his of- 
fice shortly after 11 o’clock and réturned 
to his home. He then prepared fora 


who is now confined to her bed, made af- 


bath, the bathroom being next to his 
bedroom, and disrobed himself. It was 
then. it is’ believed, the Insane impulse 
took hold of him. Seizing an old 38- 
caliber Colt’s revolver with both hands, 
he placed the barrel of the weapon in 
his mouth, laid across the bed and pulled 
the trigger. The bullet went through 


his brain, coming out of the left side on 


top of the head, lodging in the bolgter on 
the bed. Dr. T. L. Robertson, who lives 
a block away. was among the first to 
reach the wounded man, the house- 
keener being the only one at home at the 
time. It took but a short while to sum- 
mon more physicians. Because of the 
prominence of the superintendent, almost 
two dozen doctors responded to a call, 
but a hasty investigation showed that 
nothing could be done to save the ife of 
the unfortunate man. 

A stream of people called at 
dence all afternoon, including 
mest, furnacemen, coal operators, capi- 
tafists, merchants and citizens in gen- 
eral, Superintendent Newbold being one of 
the most popular men of the city. The 
news of the terrible tragedy stirred the 
entire city, and never before was so much 
sorrow expressed as was to this affair. 

The remains wil] probably be buried in 
Louisville, where Mrs. Newboki’s body 
lies. W. M. Newbold was fiftv years of 
age. His only son survives him. 


ACCIDENTALLY SLEW MOTHER. 


Lee Clark Released from Custody 
After Coroner’s Inquest. 

Birmingham, Ala., September 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Mrs. J. W. Clark, who was shot 
at a late hour last night at Avondale, a 
suburb of Birmingham, and for which 
shooting, her son, Lee Clark, aged 
eighteen, was arrested, will be buried to- 
morrow, and Coroner Paris has com- 
menced an investigation into the horri- 
ble affair. The Clark family live near the 
Avondale cotton mills. It seems that @ 
brother of Lee Clark was attending an 
ice cream supper in the mill quarters, and 
was creating some disturbance. A spe- 
cial officer demandei a bond from him to 
appear in a court on Monday, and accom- 
panied him to his home to have a bonu 
made up in order to keep him from being 
locked up until Monday. Lee Clark is 
said to have become angry at the fact 
that his brother was arrested, and had a 
pistol out. The special officer claims that 
he was at least a block away when he 
heard a pistol shot. Rusbing back to ihe 
residence, he discovered that Mrs. Clark 
was lying across the steps in front of the 
hcme, a bullet hole in her head, emitting 
her brains. Life was extinct, death being 
almost instantaneous. 

Lee Clark was in a terrible state of 
mind, and collapsed a few moments later, 
becoming unconscious, He was brought 
to the city and locked up by officers sent 
cut from the city. He was unable to 
make any statement, being completely 
1 rostrated over the horrible affair. 

The coroner held an inquest,, and the 
jury decided that the killing was acci- 
dental. Clark was .eleased.

Twenlj-Ning Shipwrecked Men 
Are Brought into Port

TAKEN FROM BRITISH BOAT 


The Nonpareil, Captain Hatfield, Has 
a Rough Experience at Sea for 
Days and Her Force Is 
Saved Just 

Time. 


in 


New York, September 20.—-The British 
tramp steamer Glengoil, which arrived 
from Alexandria, Egypt, and other ports 
in the Mediterranean. brought into port 
twenty-nine shipwrecked seamen, taken 
from the British ship Nonpareil, on Sep- 
tember 22d. Their vessel foundered short- 
ly after they abandoned her. Captain 
Hatfield, on his arrival here, reported 
that his ship, the Nonpareil, sailed from 
New York on September 10th, bound for 
Java, with a full cargo of case oll. Two 
days after leaving Sandy Hook a strong 
southwest gale sprang up and soon as- 
sumed the proportions of a hurricane. All 
of the sails were suddenly furled except 
the two lower topsails, which were set 
to steady the vessel, as there was an ex- 
traordinary high sea running. The seas 
boarded the vessel frequently, tons of 
water falling upon the deck, doing con- 
siderable damage to the fittings, and 
finally throwing the vessel on her beam 
ends. The Nonpareil remained in this po- 
sition and all efforts to right her were 
unavailing. The storm continued until 
Thursday, the 13th, at noon, and then 
moderated, but the sea continued to run 
very high. It was found that the cement 
along the portside of the waterways and 
stanchions had started and strained so 
violently that the decks had also started. 
The large spare spar, which had been 
secured to eyebolts in the deck on. the 
port side, broke adrift, wrenching the 
eyebolts out of the decks. All these dam- 
ages opened up the decks and let a lot of 
water Mmto the hold. Conditions contin- 
ued to grow worse for several days and 
the wind in- 


under water onthe port side. 
became so violent the crew were set to 
work throwing over the cargo. Tohrsettled 
weather and a very rough sea continued 
throughout Tuesday and Wednesday, and 
on Thursday, the 20th, there was much 
heavy lightning and violent squalls. The 
seas which swept over the vessel washed 
everything from the decks, filled the deck 
houses and smashed the cabin skylights. 
cabin filled with water up to the 
deck. At 3 o'clock in the morning of 
Saturday, the 22d, the ship was lying at 
an angle of 40 degrees and the crew were 
in constant danger of being washed over- 
board. 
had been injured. At 3:30 o'clock in the 
afternoon the smoke of a steamer was 
sighted and as she came nearer she sight- 
ed the wreck and headed toward it. The 
steamer proved to be the Glengoil, bound 
to New York. She hove to and sent a 
boat and took off part of the men, the in- 
jured being sent first. All had to jump 
overboard and were hauled into the boat 
by a rope. When the boat returned to 
the Glengoil it was stove alongside, but 
its occupants were safely landed on board 
the steamer. Another boat was sent and 
made two trips successfully. The last trip 
of the boat was made after dark and 
when she went alongside of the steamer, 
FE. George, one of the boat's crew, got 
crushed on the gunwale and was washed 
overboard and lost.

the camp. The sun beats down pitiless- 
ly, even so late in the.season as this, 
and the mosquitoes are a plague. 

The marine corps has fared better. Like 
The Europeans and Engusn troops, the 
sea soldiers are quartered in airy, com- 
fortable buildings in the English conces- 
sions. The men occupy several large 
Structures, with big courts or compounds, 
while the officers are quartered in a se- 
ries of private residences in Victoria 
Terrace. The Americans are kept pret- 
ty close to camp, and there is very lit- 
tle attempt at fraternizihe with the 
other armies. In fact, it is almost pre- 
vented entirely by the inability of the 
various forces to communicate. Prac- 
tically, none of the foreigners know any 
English and the battalion of Welch Fusil- 
iers are about the only comrades the 
bluecoats can find. On the whole, the 
nations keep pretty well to themselves, 
noticeably so in the case of the Rus- 
Sians, who are seldom seen in company 
with any other nationality. 

The Americans, without exception, are 
behavire splendidly, and their officers 
have been much complimented on the dis- 
cipline and police of the force. No grave 
charges have been brought against them, 
and in the loot they do not seem to have 
been in the same class with the others, 
especially the Russians.

lish resident found “ome Cossacks, or 
other Russians, looting his office. He 
snatched the shoulder ornament from one 
of them, reported to the Russian flag- 
ship, and a few days later the unfortu- 
nate offender was swung from the yard 
arm. Here in Tien Tsin an American 
found a party of Russian soldiers looting 
meeting the Russian commander, stated 
his grievance. The men were lined up 
along the street and searched and consid- 
erable silver brought to Ight. Without 
the cumbersome formality of a courtmar- 
tial, six of the offenders were. placed 
against a wall and shot to death. 

However, who ever did the looting did 
it thoroughly, for of the many beaut 
ful residences in the foreign concession, 
few escaped, while the native city was 
stripped. 

The big shells from the forts swept 
down the Victoria road, flew over the 
river and left devastation in their path. 
Grim, desolate, blackened walls are all 
that is left of this once beautiful section. 
They stand in ruined gardens and Dlast- 
ed trees Keep guard over shapeless piles 
of debris. 

It is impossible to convey an idea of 
the ruins in the native city. The thatched 
roofs burned fiercely and the mud walls 
shivered at the impact of the shells. 
Probably no accurate estimate of the loss 
of life in this densely populated section 
will ever be made. A curious fact is that 
a native child or woman jis seldom seen 
even yet. The Chinese say @°e¢y were 
killed, but the resident foreigners helieve 
they are either hidden in the native city 
or have been sent to the country. 

Of coolle labor, there is no scarcity. 
The word has gone forth that the for- 
eigners will employ them and the supply 
far exceeds the demand. The wages 
range from 15 cents (Mexican) to 331-3 
cents (Mexican) per day, the latter price 
being paid by the Americans, who also 
give each coolie two pounds of rice a 
day. All ordinary occupations are sus- 
pended, of course, and beyond what the 
natives derive from their labor for the 
forces of occupations, they have no means 
of subsistence. 

Naturally food of all kinds is scarce. 
A little produce is finding its way into 


' the city. and some sheep have arrived 
and poultry can be occasionally had, but’ 


the the fare at best is hard, and every- 
thing is at war-time prices. The troops, 
however. are faring well on camp rations 
of which the Americans have an abund- 
ance. A splendidly stocked commissary 
depot is being -established here under 
command of Major Hugh Gallagher, chief 
commissary officer, and the river is lined 
with lighters:«bringing provisions up from 
Taku. It is understood here that the 
American base !s to be established for 
the winter at Tong-Ku, which has fairly 
deep water. Major Gallagher has also 
established a sales store, where luxuries 
of all kinds are purchaseable, including 
tinned fruits. mineral waters, canned 
meats and vegetables and tobacco. The 
store is liberally patronized by the offi- 
cers and men. There ts absolutely no 
suffering among the troops except from 
the heat. and this is now somewhat re- 
lieved b*? the cool nights. The forces are 
enjoving exceptionally good health, the 
hospitals are not overcrowded, and with 
svstematic eccommunication with Taku 
and Tong-Ku, and constantly arriving 
supplies, the physical situation at Tien 
Tsin is excellent. 

Strenuous efforts have been made to 
put the city In a sanitary condition, and 
they have partially succeeded. However, 
it is more than the work of a month to 
undo the work of days. Lime by the ton 
is being used in courts, alleys and gut- 
ters. and the surface drains which line 
the curbs are kept cleaned out and free. 
Nevertheless, European residents agree 
that the nearness of frost is a thing to 
be thankful for. Huge stacks of rotting 
rice and tons of burned and decomposing 
sugar fill the region of the river front 
with an uwahealthy and terrible stench, 
while the ruins of the Chinese city are 
almost impassable because of vile odors 
in the heat of the day.

Tien Tsin, China, August 29.—General 
apprehension was felt here of a famine 
when the cold weather sets in. Foreign 
residents among the natives and military 
men who have looked into conditions in 
the Pei-Ho valley are inclined to believe 
that the fear of a famine is well founded. 
Already there is considerable suffering, 
although fresh produce is coming. 11 
slowlv. «nd what is the result will »€ 
when frost puts an end to vegetation Is 
not difficult to foresee. Rice, the great 
staple of China, is no longer in the mar- 
ket this far north. Every sack of the 
white grain has been commandeered or 
purchased by the allies, and the natives, 
thug unable to buy it, must depend on 
the charity of the forces. The supply on 
hand is none too plentiful. It is practi- 
caliy impossible even to roughly estimate 
the quantity, but it is stated to be con- 
siderably less than normal. Usually at 
this season the river is crowded with vés- 
sels bringing the winter’s supply of rice 
from the south, but now every available 
craft is in the service of the forces, 
transporting supplies and materials, con- 
sequently there is little chance that any 
considerable quantity of rice can arrive 
between now and the freezing of the 
river. The situation is conceded to be 
verv critical, and the outlook is for great 
loss of life. At best, the military authori- 
ties even with a systematic distribution 
of food and acting in concert, could re- 


lieve only a tithe of the people, and no | 


such arrangement or agreement is prob- 
able. At best transportation in the win- 
ter is a difficult matter, amd every Tre- 
source will be taxed to provide for the 
big army which will be scattered from 
the coast at Taku upto Pekin. The army 
must be few. and fed it will be while the 
natives will starve. Every nation is rush- 
ing in suppHes; there is not an available 
boat but is pressed into service, and even 
now the lack of bottoms is a serious one. 
By December ist the Pei-Ho river will 
be frozen as well as the gulf of Taku, 
on which ice forms for ten or twelve 
miles out, and superhuman efforts are be- 
ing made to take advantage of the re- 
maining weeks of autumn. There has al- 
readv beé@a some informal discussion as 
to the means of keeping communication 
by water open after ice forms, with the 
result that there is a tentative under- 
standing that the Russian force will bring 
in an ice boat. The heavy tides prevent 
any great thickness of ice in the gulf, 
and it is believed that with a suitable 
vessel a channel can be easily kept clear 
to Tong-Ku. the railway terminal. The

An Annual Just Published Shows

| father, as a hardware merchant in the 


ante-bellum firm of Van Lew & Taylor, 
rrespered, after locating in Richmond. 
His family was received in polite society. 
and the wit and beauty of his eldgst 
oaughter charmed the young gallants of 
the Virginia capital, so that Elizabeth, 
uf Puritan descent, became a belle even 
in the cavalier society. But she never 
married. In the light of after events, it 
might not be disbelieved that some ro- 
mence or disappointment in earlier years 
embittered her. 
Became a Union Spy. 

For when the civil war commenced she 
tcok a pronounced ;stand against the 
south, and the cause her Virginia com- 
panions espoused. She gave her sympa- 
thies and allegiarce to the union, and 
more. She remained in Richmond, and 
e;pied upon the confederacy and all its 
agents, civil and military, and such was 
her intelligence and acumen that she 
found means to communicate with the 
federal army during the years it thun- 


dered at the gates of the confederate 
cipital. In this capacity she rendred the 
north services exceeding in value those of 
any woman, certainly in the confines of 
the confederacy. 

When Grant hovered about Richmond 
Miss Van Lew was in constant communi- 
cétion with him. Flowers cut in her gar- 


den in the morning found their way to 
Grant’s table at City Point before night- 
fall. Tha Van Lews owned a farm below 
Richmond. Thither would go servants, 
who, by reason of their humble station, 
passed the zuards unsuspected; vet these 
cérried, usually in the soles of their 
shoes, missives of great importance to the 
eremy. After the evacuation of Rich- 
mond General Grant visited Miss. Van 
Lew and remained . as most substantial 
evidence attested, her warm friend until 
his death. 

[uring the war the old residence har- 
bered many a federal prisoner of war. 
Miss Van Lew was constantly in commu- 
nication with Libby prison, hiding them, 
as well as their horses, at her home until 
cpportunity presented itself for them to 
get out of the city.

Mr. Lipscomb, though offered pay, de- 
clined it, and never to this day has re- 
ceived, or wished to receive, a cent for his 
services. 

Upon the burial of Colonel Dahlgren, at 
his home, in Pennsylvania, there were 
funefal services of great pomp, and Mr. 
Ligsscomb was invited to be present and 
act as a péllbearer, but did not go. 

Madt Postmaster. 

When the war was over, and Gencral 
Grant bad been made president, onc of 
his first acts was to appoint Miss Van Lew 
postmaster at Richmond--March 19, 1869, 
fifteen days after his inauguration, Four 
years later he reappointed her, but she 
went out of office at the end of her sec- 
cnd term, President Hayes, yielding to the 
amportunities of politicians, appulnting 
Colonel W. W. Forbes, who succeeded her. 
After remaining out of office for a while, 
Miss Van Lew secured a departmental 
appointment at Washington, which, she 
held until the first Cleveland administra- 
‘tion, when she was reassigned, causing 
her to resign. 

Afterwards Miss Van Lew again mace 
her home here, and, with her most of the 
time, a niece, also named Elizabeth Van 
Lew, who died a few months ago. A 
brother, John N. Van Lew, and a sister, 
Mrs. Louisa Klapp, wife of Ur. Joucpnh 
Klapp, of Philadciphia, have beeu dead 
many years.

6. 1 would invite all great powers of 
Furope to unite in an agreement that 
that independence shall not be interfered 
with by us, bv themselves or by any 
one of them with the consent of the 
others. As to this, IT am not so sure. I 
should like quite as well to tell it is not 
to be done whether they consent or nol. 

7. I would declare that the United States 
would enforce the same doctrine as ap- 
plicable to the Philippines that we de- 
clare as to Mexico and Havti and the 
South American republics. It is true 
that the Monroe doctrine, a doctrine 
based largely upon our regard for our 
own interest, is not applicable either in 
terms or in principle to a distant Asiatic 
territory. But undoubtedly, having driven 
out Spain. we are beund, and have 
right to secure for the people we havo 
liberated an opportunity, undisturbed and 
in peace, to establish a new government 
for themselves. 

8. I would then, in a not distant future, 
leave them to work out their own salva- 
tion, as every nation on earth from the 
beginning of time has wrought out its 
own salvation.

the imperative importance, as an of- 
ficer of the state committee said yester- 
day, of every democrat going to the polls 
on Wednesday and casting his vote, has 
not been impressed on the voters in the 
large cities like Atlanta, Augusta an@d 
Savannah, where the democratic strength 
of the state resides, for the reason that 
the issues of the election have not been 
brought home to them as they have to 
the democrats in those counties where 
opposition to the nominees of the party 
is active and determined. 

In order that the majority for Gov- 
ernor Candler and the state ticket may 
reach the high water mark of 67.000 it 
will be necessary, in the opinion of the 
state committee, for the large cities to be 
heard from and every effort has been 
made to arouse enthusiasm in these cen- 
ters. 

The lowest conservative estimates from 
leading democrats fix the majority for 
the state ticket on October 3d at 50,000, 
while others, emphasizing the weakness 
of the populist campaign and the readi- 
ness with which the populist candidates 
have accepted the certainty of defeat, 
believe that Governor Candler will not 
get less than 75,000 majority. Should the 
democrats who are registered take the 
trouble to go to the polls day after to- 
morrow, it is believed there will be no 
doubt of the majority being the largest 
ever secured in the state. 


Reasons for a Big Vote. 


In addition to the obligation of every 
democrat to support the nominees of his 
party, the state committee has held out 
two other reasons why the victory shouid 
be made an overwhelming one. On the 
eve of the national election the eyes of 
the country will be turned-on Georgia 
to note the result of the issue and the 
mere announcement that Georgia is over- 
whelmingly and enthusiastically demo- 
cratic; that 50,000 majority has been re- 
corded for Bryan and all that leader 
stands for, will mean encouragement for 
the party in every section and renewed 


_hope for the democrats in the states 


where national issues are still in doubt. 

The second reason suggested by the 
committee is that the larger the vote 
the less encouragement will be found 
in the election by the populists here in 
Georgia. Up to date little or no effort 
has been made to get votes by the lead- 
ers of the opposing state ticket. They 
have early recognized the futility of ac- 
tive campaigning and have lost no sleep 
over the certainty of disaster. 

Had it not been for a desire to preserve 
the organization in some form or other 
it is doubted even that the populists 
wo.ld have put out a state ticket against 
Governor Candler and the other demo- 
cratic nominees. Two years ago Hogan, 
who occupied the position now assumed 
by Colonel Traylor, of Troup, and who 
made a more desperate attempt than his 
successor has made to hold the bridge, 
received as many as 50,000 votes. This 
year the populist ticket, according to re- 
Hable estimate, will receive not half as 
many votes as in 1898, and largely to the 
efforts of Governor Candler is due this 
precipitate falling off in populist strength. 
The chief executive has carried the doc- 
trine of conciliation into the counties 
where the populist strongholds are locat- 


\ ed, and from their ranks he has con- 


verted hundreds and brought them back 
to the democratic fold. In Chattahoo- 
chee, Franklin, Haralson, Taylor, Henry, 
Jackson and a score of such counties 
where the opposition has in past years 
been most active, this process has been 
going on until now democratic success 
in + these localities is practically as- 
sured. - 


Several Rallies for Today.

The ballot prepared for the election on 
Wednesday will be the longest eve: voted 
before in Georgia.

It is 
not improbable that the salaries of teach- 
ers will be restored to the amount given 
Drior to the cut of several years ago. 

The replies received by the teachers 
are the result of letters sent the candi- 
dates bv the teachers’ association. These 
letters were directed during the latter part 
of last week and answers were received 
at once. Others will probably be re- 
ceived within the next few days and they 
will be made public. 

The fact that so large a number of 
children were unable to secure seats in 
the public schools of Atlanta aroused the 
teachers of the system. For several 
vears they have been endeavoring to have 
their salaries restored, but no organized 
effort was made until last week. The 
teachers announce that they will keep the 
replies sent them by the’ candidates and 
those who are elected to council will be 
expected to comply with their promises. 

Last Wednesday afternoon the 175 
teachers of Atlanta, who compose the or- 
ganized benefit association, met-and di- 
rected their president and secretary to 
address letters to all candidates asking 
them what would be their attitude toward 
the schools in case the people placed 
them in offics. These letters were signed 
by Miss Aurelia Roach, the president of 
the association, and Mrs. A. T. Wise, 
the secretary. 

‘lhe letter sent the candidetes by the teachers 
follows: 

“The Teachers’ Association of the Public 
Schools of Atlanta, realizing the present prees- 
ing needs of the schools, deem it proper to ask 
of you an ¢xpresgion of your position In regard 
to the future distribution of the funds of the 
city, in so far as such distribution may affect 
the schools. We find upon careful investiga- 
tion that it is customary for cities of the size 
of Atlanta to appropriate from 20 to 40 per 
cent of the taxes to the public schools. At- 
lanta gives her schools less than 10 per cent. 
This very inadeqrate appropriation has made 
if vz.ecessary to overcrowd the grades—sixty 
ch:ldren n one room, wit ‘one teacher in 
charge—and to ent the talarios of the teach- 
ers. until the efficiency of the teaching corps 
bas been seriously hampere 1. 

“Reing vitally interested in the future life 
and progress of the schools, we should 95¢ giad 
to know. if, in the event of vour election, you 
would deem it proper to give to the nublic 
echools such appropriation as will enable the 
bard of ed‘ication—able business men—to prep- 
erly equip and run the schools” 

‘We the teachers of these schools, feel sure 
that with eufficient funds at their command, 
the board of education will increase the facili- 
ties of the schools, so that @very child who 
applies for a seat may be enrolled in his own 
Aistrict school, and also that a just salarv 
ray be paid to every teacher who gives catis- 
factory service to the city. Since 1895 the 
salaries of the teachers have been cut from 
71% per cent to 10 per cent in order that the 
schools may be kept open. We hope for an ap- 
propriation in January that will restore our 
salaries to the amount received before the first 
cut was made in June, 1895.’’ 

The replies. not in full, but those por- 
tions that deal with the questions of the 
teachers, follow:

“r shall favor such appropriation as 
might be recessary for the proper equip- 
ment and conduct of the public schools. 
I would also favor a restoration of the

TENTS ERECTED YESTERDAY 


The Show People Spend Sunday by 
Taking Much Needed Rest. 


LARGE CROWDS VISIT THE GROUNDS 


Watch Cooks Prepare Food for Even- 
ing Meal and Take Peeps Under 
The Menagerie Tent. 


The parade leaves the circus grounds 
at 9 a. m. The following is the route 
through the city: Jackson street to Au} 
burn avenue, Bell 
street, Bell to Decatur street, Decatur 
to Loyd street, Loyd to Alabama street, 
Alabama to Whitehall street, Whitehall 
to Mitchell street, Mitchell to Broad 
Street, Broad to Marietta street, Mariet- 
ta to Edgewood avenue, Edgewood to 
Jackson and back to show grounds. 

To the thousands who went out yester. 
day to view the tents at the big lot at 
the corner of the Boulevard and Irwin 
street it would be superfluous to state 
that there was a cireus in town. 

The Forenaugh and Sells Brothers clr- 
cus arrived in Atlanta at an early hour 
yesterday morning from Birmingham, 
and before noon the menagerie tent. stock 
tents, sideshow tents and mess tents were 
all up. The main. tent, with its three 
rings and two stages, will not be erected 
until this morning. The four big poles for 
this tent were in position yesterday, with 
all the necessary guy ropes ready at a 
moment's notice to be reared in the air. 

All day long the circus grounds pre- 
sented an animated appearance. The ge- 
nus small boy was out in countless num- 
bers peeping under canvas sides and 
watching with saucer-like eyes all that 
was going on. With the attaches of the 
big show yesterday was a day of rest. 
No work that was not absolutely neces- 
Sary was done. 

So far as the circus men were concerned

Canvas 
reclined on the ‘grass in the friendly 
shade-of wagon or tent and snored as 
contentedly as if they were slumbering 
between nice, cool white sheets at a hotel, 
instead of being in the midst of an ever- 
changing crowd of sightseers anything 
but quiet.

“SERMONS HEARD IN THE 


CHURCHES YESTERDAY 


o a 
FIRST METHODIST. 


Dr. Walker Lewis did not preach a ser- 
mon at the First Methodist church yester- 
day morning.

H. E. W. Palmer. ?

AT TRINITY. 


At the morning service at Trinity 
Methodist church yesterday the pastor, 
Rev. Dr. Quillian, preached an eloquent 
and helpful sermon from the text: “He 
that winneth souls is wise.’’—Proverbs 
xi, 30. 

Dr. Quillian said in part: 

‘There are two leading thoughts im- 
bedded in these words: First, the work 
of saving souls; second, the wisdom of 
this work. 

“Every Christian has a deep heart 
yearning for the satvation of souls. This 
is a distinctive work of Christianity. 

“First, souls must be won. They are 
not to be forced or driven into God's 
kitzgdom. Every acquisition to Christ's 
cause is a volunteer. There are no con- 
scripts in the army of the Lord, and 
that from the very nature of things 
men are free moral agents and the power 
that controls in God's empire is love— 
the mightiest power in the universe. 

“To win a soul is to enter the inner 
sanctuary of conscious selfhood—into the 
very citadel of life, from whence mo- 
tives spring, where affections dwell, and 
the will reigns, there to shatter every 
idol erected in the temple of the soul, 
upon whose altars is offered sacrifice to 
pride, to lust, and to all things that rival 
God, and instead so woo that soul that It 
shall erect an alter to God and offer the 
sacrifice of a willing service before the 
image of Jesus Christ which has been 
formed in the heart. 

‘“‘How is this work to be done? There 
can be no stereotyped rules laid down, 
but some general principles stated out 
of which rules may be formumted for 
each case. You must know men to win 
their souls—know their condition, thetr 
struggles, their temptations, their weak- 
nesses and their strength. He must go 
among them, identify himself with them 
and gain their confidence. Here is the 
explanation of Christ's incarnation. 

“One must love men to win them—not 
in word, but deed. In this he whl help 
men materially and through this reach 
them spiritually. This is the meaning of 
the miracles of Christ.’’ 
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* FIRST PRESBYTERIAN. ° 
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Rev. Dr. Bridewell occupied the pulpit 
of the First Presbyterian church yester- 
day, preaching on “Christian Citizen- 
ship.”” His text was Titus fli, 1: “Put 
them in mind to be subject to principall- 
ties and powers, to obey magistrates, to 
be ready to every good work.” 

In part he said: 

‘*y»hat does God require of thee, but 
to walk uprightly., The religion of Christ 
is the only true foundation of good citl- 
zenship. In order to have citizenship of 
the highest character, we must begin 
with a saving knowledge of Jesus Christ. 
When men are not fn accord with God 
and know not His laws, they are not good 
citizens of any community. 

“Obedience is demanded bv law to the 
authorities in power, but oftentimes it 
is necessary to resist laws and authori- 
ties. First, try to amend the laws, if 
they are evil, and failing in that, break 
the laws. 
under no circumstances is mob violence 
permissible. Let not the Christian try to 
remedy an evil by doing wrong. What 
we need today is more Christian politics 
and less political politics. Indifference 
to public affairs by Christian citizens is 
as great a crime as breaking laws. In 
conclusion, as Christian citizens, what- 
ever work you do for your community, 
do it well; it will accomplish its end in 
thine or in another’s day.’’

“Ancient Athens,” sald the minister,

own. Paul found the thinking people, 
the cultured citizens, keenly exploring 
after God. They had actually erected an 
altar to tue ‘Unknown God,’ a supreme 
being the cravings of their natures de- 
manded, but which their logic could not 
construct nor their investigations discov- 
er. To such a people, unsatisfied in the 
midst of ten thousand man-made gods, 
Paul came to offer the hopes of the ros- 
the God and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, ‘who giveth to all life and 
breath and all things.’ ”’ 

In treating the subject of the nearness 
of the Christian's God, Dr. Landrum 
spoke of His nearness in general and par- 
ticular providence and nearness in the 
Holy Spirit's offer of salvation through 
Jesus Christ. 

In conclusion he remarked: “God-for- 
saken! Oh, those dreadful words! They 
compose the bitterest phrase of our moth- 
er tongue. What must it be to be ‘God 
forsaken.’

Here ts a mystery, the stupendous mys- | 


tery ofthe Christian religion, the ineffable 
mystery of three persons in one God. We 
cannot define it. Every human attempt at 
definition involves it in deener mystery. 
The arithmetic of heaven, where one 
makes three and three make but one, is 
beyond us. Yet this is no more myste- 
rious and inexplicable than the trinity of 
nature, hotly, soul ard snrit, 
and no man has ever shown tbat it in- 
‘wolves a contradiction or in any way 
conflicted with the testimony of our 
senses or with demonstrated truth, and 
“we must aczept it by the power of a sim- 
ple faith, or rush into tritheism on the 
one hand or unitarianism @n the other. 

2. Going further into the examination 
of this arrangement of trinities, we take 
the Divine Person mentioned in the text, 
Christ, the second person in the God- 
head. At once there comes before us the 

‘trinity of offices filled by our Lord, 
prophet, priest and king. Man could not 
be saved unless in ons divine person all 
three of thece should be combined. Christ 
‘eould not be the Christ of God were not 
all three of these dignities and glories 
i @nited in His single person. 

Prophet He was, typified by all the fl- 

lustrious personages of the Hebrew race, 
. the oracle, the teacher, the spokesman for 
God, who should make known the ful- 
ness of revelation, and that to all man- 
kind. “God who at sundry times and in 
divers manners spoke in times past unto 
the fathers by the prophets, hath in these 
ust days spoken unto us by His Son.” 

Priest Ele was, the only and all-suffi- 

cient priest of the Christian church. None 
other can stand between man apnéd 
Mis God. None othor carn exer- 
cise the sacerdotal functions ex- 
cept in the sense that all Chris- 
tians are kings and priests unto God. A 
priest is he, foreshadowed by the serv- 
ants of the Jewish sanctum; yet more 
beautifully adorned than the family of 
‘Aaron in all the splendid robes of the 
temple, more glorious in communications 
than the mysteriously glowing Urim and 
Thummim on the high priest’s ephod be- 
fore the mercy seat, more potent in sacri- 
fice and intercession than all the pricst- 
hood under the law, seeing that 
He offered Himself on the altar and 
cpened up a new and living way into the 
holy of holies by His own blood cof atone- 
“ment. “This ore, because he continueth 
forever, hath an unchangeable priest- 
hcod, wherefore He is able to save unto 
the uttermost them that come unto the 
Father by Him.’’* Such an high priest 
became us. holy, harmless, undefiled, 
separate from sinners and made higher 
than the heavens, who needeth not daily, 
as those high priests, to offer up sacrifice 
first for his own sins and then for the 
people’s, for this he did once when he 
offered up himself.’’ 

King he was, the Christ, the anoint- 
ed of God. “I have set my king upon 
my holy hill of Zion.’ “Blessed and only 
Potentata, the king of kings and Lord 
of lerds.”’ All-glorious, all-powerful, all- 
regnant. He sways His scepter over His 
pecple and over all the earth. God hath 
highly exalted Him and given Him a 
fame that is above every name, that at 
the name of Jesus every Knee should bow 
of things in heaven, and things on earth, 
and things under the earth, and every 
tongue ®abould confess thit Jesus is the 
Christ esAthe glory of God the Father.”

3 Now i.4 doctrine of Christ, the 
facts that constitute the gospel, are un- 
folded to us in a trinity. Three distinct 
facts are here. First, that “Christ died 
for our sins according to the scriptures;:”’ 
second. ‘‘that He was buried,” and, third, 
that He “arose again according to the 
scriptures.”’ 

lt is not possible to measure the infin- 
ite import of these three facts. There 
would be no gospel without them, no sal- 
Vation, no proof of the divinity of Jesus, 
no ground of faith. The gospel is the 
Dower of God unto salvation; not faith, 
not repentance, not baptism, not hope, 
not love. We are saved by Jesus Christ 
and tife service which saved us is set 
forth in these facts—the death, burial 
and resurrection of Jesus,

: Vague assurance of a 
resurrection. The heathen scrrowed with- 
out hope. The myth of the phoenix was 
but a myth. A shattered piilar; a ship 
gone to pleces; a harp lying on the

& flower bud crushed with all its fra- 
srance in it—these were the sad uttcer- 
ances of hopeless grief. The thought 
that death was the fateway of life came 
rot to cheer the parting or brighten ‘he

But look at the grassy mounds in the 
light of this truth. Resurgent! They will 
rise. The eye of faith sees them change 
into a field thick sown with the seeds of 
immortality. Blessed field! What flowers 
shall spring there! What a harvest gath- 
ered there!

“Whatsoever a man soweth that shall he 
also reap;”’ but here what a difference be- 
tween that which is sown and that which 
shall be reaped! —between that which is 
s0wn amid mourners’ tears and reaped 
amid angel joys!—between the poor body 
we return to the earth and the noble form 
that shall spring from its ashes!

The mere existence of these facts, 
however, does not save men. The mere 
admission that they are true does not 
secure the end that God designed. In or- 
der that this may be dcne they must be 
received; every man inust actually and 
truly appropriate them to himself. Prac- 
tically it is as important to understand 
how the gospel may be received as it is 
to understand the nature and component 
parts of the gospel, for what is the gospel 
to a man if it be not received by him? 
What are the Bible, the church, the par- 
don of sin, the death of Christ, all the 
sublime facts and teachings of the Chris- 
tian religion, if personally and receptively 
a man knows them not? 

4. This brings us to another trinity—the 
reception of the gospel involves obedience 
to three distinct precepts. Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, repent, be baptized. 
We must truly and heartily believe fhe 
gospel, honestly and sincerely repent of 
our sins, and actually and formally ac- 
cept the gospel by a reverent and ovpedi- 
ent baptism. Thus the undersianding 
recognizes and accepts the gospel as true: 
the affections delight in and embrace it 
as good; the will obeys it and approves 
it as right. The records of the Acts of 
the Apostles and the Epistles t5 the 
Churches make clear the essentiality of 
this triune obedience. After conforming 
to these three conditions, and not before, 
we aro regarded as having come intw fel- 
lowship with Christ and His church. 

Writing afterwards, in allusion ¢o the 
doctrine of the gospel as he had delivered 
it, Paul declares: “I thank God that ye 
have obeyed from the heart the form of 
dectrine which was delivered unto you; 
being then made free from sin, ye became 
the servants of righteousness.”” What 
was the dectrine? Why, the death, burial 
and resurrection of the Lord Jesus. - And

Washington, D. C., September %0.—(Spe- 
cial.)—At the Vermont avenue (¢hristian 
church here today the pastor, Rev. F. D. 
Pover, D.D, vreached an able sermon 
on “The Trinities’’ to an immense con- 
grevation, seleciing as his text I Cor. 1:4. 
said Dr. Power: 

Itisby no means a fanciful thought that 
the main facts and teachings of scripture 
nre presented us under the form of 
trinities—grouns consisting of three im- 
portant constituents. We io not wonder 
at this interesting fact when cur expert- 
ence with everything outside of the Bible 
brings us constantly into contact with 
triune divisions of things in the world 
of nature we have the three kingdoms, 
animal,-vegetable and mineral. In mat- 
ter we have existence under three forms, 
colid, liquid and gaseous. In our own 
heing we have body, soul and spirit. In 
the heavens we have sun, moon and stars, 
and in the earth. air, land and sea 

Approaching the revelation of God in 
His word, we are prenared to notice the 
same exhibition of three in one. and even 
to find the most sublime and essential 
elements of Christianity develoned and 
exhibited in a succession of trivities. 

1. Whether the word ‘trinity’ be scrip- 
tural or not, :rd we discard the expres- 
sion “‘the trinity,’’ because of its unscrip- 
turalness, it still expresses the thought 
in the 
three distinct persons in the unity of the 
Gedhead. Of this one fact we are sure 
the sacred orccles teach that the one liv- 
ing and true God is in some inexplicable 
ranner triune. for He is spoken of as one 
in some resnects and as three in others. 
Addressing Hirn.sclf in the creation. God 
caid: “Let us make man in our image, 
after our likeness."” Our Lord declared: 
“Tf any man love me he will keep my 
ecmmandments, and my Father will love 
him. and we will ceme unto him and 
make «cur abode with him.’ Sending 
forth Fiis disciples Hecommanded: “Go ve 
therefore and teach all nations. baptizing 
them into the name of the Father. and 
of the Son and of the Holy Soirit.” Of 
Christ. John testifies: ‘‘In the beginning 
was the word, and the word was with 
God. and the word was God."’ Of the Holy 
Spirit Peter affirms in his rebuke of An- 
anias: ‘“‘Why hath Satan filled thine 
heart to lie to the Holy Spirit? Thou 
hast not lied unto men, but unto God.”

Here is a mystery, the stupendous mys- 
tery ofthe Christian religion, the ineffable 
mystery of three persons in one God. We 

cannot define it. Every human attempt at 
definition involves it in deeper mystery. 
The arithmetic of heaven, where one 
makes three and three make but one, is 
beyond us. Yet this js no more myste- 
rious and inexplicable than the trinity of 

nature, boty, soul ard snurit 
and no man has ever shown that it ind 

‘wolves a contradiction or in any way 
conflicted with the testimony of our 
senses or with demonstrated truth, and 
“we must aczept it by the power of a sim- 
ple faith, or rush into tritheism on the 
one hand or unitarianism ©n the other. 

2. Going further into the examination 
of this arrangement of trinities, we take 
the Divine Person mentioned in the text, 
Christ, the second person in the God- 
head. At once there comes before us the 

(trinity of offices filled by our Lord, 
prophet, priest and king. Man could not 
be saved unless in ona divine person all 
three of thece should be combined. Christ 
could not be the Christ of God were not 
all three of these dignities and glories 


‘@wnited in His single person, 


Prophet He was, typified by all the fl- 
lustrious personages of the Hebrew race, 
the oracle, the teacher, the spokesman for 
God, who should make known the ful- 
ness of revelation, and that to all man- 
kind. “God who at sundry times and in 
divers manners spoke in times past unto 
the fathers by the prophets. hath in these 
Dust days spoken unto us by His Son.” 

Priest He was, the only and all-suffi- 

cient priest of the Christian church. None 
other can stand between man ane 
Mhis God. None othor carn exer- 
cise the sacerdotal functions ex- 
cept in the sense ihat ali Chris- 
tians are kings and priests unto God. A 
priest is he, foreshadowed by the serv- 
ants of the Jewish sanctum; yet more 
beautifully adorned than the family of 
‘Aaron in all the splendid robes of the 
temple, more glorious in communications 
than the mysteriously glowing Urim and 
Thummim on the high priest’s ephod be- 
fore the mercy seat, more potent in sacri- 
fice and intercession than all the pricst- 
hood under the law, seeing’ that 
He offered Himself on the altar and 
cpened up a new and living way into the 
holy of holies by His own blood of atone- 
ment. “This ore, because he continueth 
forever, hath an unchangeable priest- 
hcod, wherefore He is able to save unto 
the uttermost them that come unto the 
Father by Him.” Such an high priest 
became us, holy, harmless, undefiled, 
separate from sinners and made higher 
than the heavens, who needeth not daily, 
as those high priests, to offer up| sacrifice 
first for his own sins and then for the 
people’s, for this he did once when he 
offered up himeself.”’ 

King he was, thé Christ, the anoint- 
ed of God. “I have set my king upon 
my holy hill of Zion.’ “Blessed and only 
Potentata, the king of kings and Lord 
of lcerds.” All-glorious, all-powerful, ail- 
regnant. He sways His scepter over His 
pecple and over all the earth. God hath 
highly exalted Him and given Him a 
mame that is above every name, that at 
the name of Jesus every Knee should bow 
of things in heaven, and things on earth, 
and things under the earth, and every 
tongue should confess that Jesus is ithe 
Christ unto the glory of God the Father.” 

Thus the Christ is invested with a tri- 
une power. In one being these three 
oftices meet in their perfection, and we 
eccept Him in all His glory, personal and 
official. 

¢ Now the doctrine of Christ, the 
facts that constitute the gospel, are un- 
folded to us in a trinity. Three distinct 
facts are here. First, that “Christ died 
for our sins according to the scriptures;”’ 
second. “that He was buried,”’ and, third, 
that He “arose again according to the 
scriptures.”’ 

lt is not possible to measure the infin- 
ite import of these three facts. There 
would be no gospel without them, no sal- 
vation, no proof of the divinity of Jesus, 
no ground of faith. The gospel is the 
power of God unto salvation; not faith, 
not repentance, not baptism, not hope, 
not love. We are saved by Jesus Christ 
and the service which saved us is set 
forth in these facts—the death, burial 
and resurrection of Jesus. 

Too often men make the mistake of 
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supposing their salvation is secured not 
by what they believe, but by the fact 
that they do believe; not by the facts of 
the gospe], but by the feelings and ec- 
stacies of their own natures; not by the 
son of God and His personal sfrvice, 
but bv their apprehension of the truth 
of the gospel and tacit acceptance of its 
teachings. In other words, they substi- 
tute a saving faith for a saving gospel, 
and find the proof of pardon in a revul- 
sion of feeling in their own hearts rather 
than in the express declaration of God's 
word. 

Was it so with these Corinthians? 
which Paul preaches unto them, 
they also received, wherein they 
and by which they were saved, 
consisted of the facts of the death, 
burial and resurrection of the Messiah. 

Without the death of Christ the gospel 
could nog be begun. Expiation, atone- 
ment must be made that the sinner may 
be covered from punishment. ‘“‘Without 
the shedding of blood there could be no 
remission." Some one must wounded 
for our transgression, bruised for our 
iniaguities. the chastisement of our peace 
must be upon Him, and by His stripes 
we must be healed. God's justice must 
be satisfied His honor vindicated: mans 
conscience pacified, his guilt pardoned. 
So the Son died. The cross is an element 
of the euospel. 

Without the burial of Christ the gospel 
would not be complete The prophecy 
must be fulfilled: ‘“‘He mace His grave 
with the wicked and with the ri h in His 
death.” 3+ our Lord the tomb has been 
forever sancthwied. The valley of the 
shadow of death becomes the valley of 
the opening of life. Death, instead of 
being the jailer of hell and the grave, 
becomes the porter of paradise. All that 
He can now do is to cause the Christian 
to sleep in Jesus, to lease the immortal 
spirit from the fetters that bind it to 
earth and deposit the weary bouy in the 
tomb The erave is an element of the

not untii then does the glorious King of 
kings appear with all authority in heaven 
and on earth, and say to His representa- 
tives: “Go ve into all the world and 
preach the gospel to every creature; he 
that believeth and is baptized shall be 
saved. and he that believeth not shall be 
condemned.” 

Hence the.resurrection is thg demon- 
stration of the gospel. “If Christ be not 
risen. then is our preaching in vain, and 
your faith is also vain: ye are vet in 
vour sins.’’ Hence the apostles, in go- 
ing forth io convert the world, were to 
lav this down as the foundation of their 
preaching, that Jesus Christ was raised 
from the dead that all men might believe 
on and obev Him. ‘‘Jesus and the resur- 
rection’’ was their paramount theme. 
Hence the resurrection is essential to the 
confirmation of the faith of Christians 
in His person, seeing sate is “declared to 
be the son of God, with power, accord- 
ing to the spirit of holiness, by the 
urrection from the dead,’’ demonsrating 
the truth of the testimeny: ‘“‘Thou art 
Mv son, this day have I begotten thee.” 
and the promise. “I will give thee th: 
Sure mercies of David.’ Hence the res- 
urrection is a most pregnant proof of the 
all-sufficiency of satisfaction. lie 
was delivered for our offenses, and raised 
for our justification. Hence on the fact 
of the resurrection is built our faith in 
His promise to give life and glory, for 
how could we believe Him to be the au- 
thor ef life who remained under the 
power of death? Would not all hope 
have been buried in His grave? And is 
not His resurrection the cause. pattern 
and proof and argument for ours? And 
rising Himself to glory, honor and im- 
mortality, dves He not raise His 
also with Him? 

What a glorious trinity is here! Tue 
Jews had only a vague assurance of a 
resurrection. The heathen scrrowed with- 
out hope. The myth of the phoenix was 
but a myth. A ghattereg piilar; a ship 
gone to pleces; a harp lying on the 
sround with snapt strings, its music gone; 
a flower bud crushed with all its fra- 
Brance in it—these were the sad uttcr- 
ances of hopeless grief. The thought 
that death was the gateway of life came 
rot to cheer the parting or brighten ‘he 
sepulche-s, 

But look at the grassy mounds in the 
light of this truth. Resurgent! They will 
rise. The eye of faith sees them change 
into a field thick sown with the seeds of 
immortality. Blessed field! What flowers 
shall spring there! What a harvest gath- 
ered there! What a Wild shout shail zo 
up at the harvest-home of the resurrec- 
ticn morning! In neighboring _ iieids, 
“whatsoever a man soweth that shall he 
also reap;’’ but here what a difference be- 
tween that which is sown and that which 
shall be reaped!—between that which is 
8s0wn amid mourners’ tears and reaped 
amid angel joys!—between the poor body 
we return to the earth and the noble form 
that shall spring from its ashes! Laza- 
rus’s putrid ¢ornse with health glowing 
on its cheek is nothing ts the change that 
then shall be wrought in a moment. in 
the twinkling of an eve, at the last trump, 
From east and west and north and south 
the armies gather. Yesterday, bones, car- 
casses, rottenness, worins, cvrruption, 
dust; today, multitudes in jmmortal ard 
glorified bodies, thronginge the mansions 
of the Father's house! 

The death, the burial, the resurre-tion 
of Jesus—these are the three facts of the 
gospel. The mere existence of these facts, 
however, does not save men. The mere 
admission that they are true does not 
secure the end that God designed. In or- 
der that this may be dcne they must be 
received; every man inust actually and 
truly appropriate them to himself, Prac- 
tically it is as important to understand 
how the gospel may be received ag it is 
to understand the nature and component 
parts of ihe gospel, for what is the gospel 
to a man if it be not received by him? 
What are the Bible, the church, the par- 
don. of sin, the death of Christ, all the 
sublime facts and teachings of the Chris- 
tian religion, if personally and receptively 
a man knows them not? 

4. This brings us to another trinity—the 
reception of the gospel involves obedience 
to three distinct precepts. Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, repent, be baptized. 
We must truly and heartily believe fhe 
gospel, honestly and sincerely repent of 
our sins, and actually and formally ac- 
cept the gospel] by a reverent and ovpedi- 
ent baptism. Thus the undersianding 
recognizes and accepts the gospel as true: 
the affecticns delight in and embraze it 
as good; the will obeys it and approves 
it as right. The records of the Acts of 
the Apostles and the Epistles tt. the 
Churches make clear the essentiality cf 
this triune obedience. After conforming 
to these three conditions, and not before, 
we aro regarded as having come intw fel- 
lowship with Christ and His church. 

Writing afterwards, in allusion 4o the 
doctrine of the gospel as he had delivered 
it, Paul declares: “I thank God that ye 
have obeyed from the heart the forin of 
dectrine which was delivered unto you; 
beng then made free from ¢in, ye became 
the servants of righteousness.’"" What 
was the dectrine? Why, the death, burial 
and resurrection of the Lord Jesus. - Ard
